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ANNUAL SCHOOL REPORT, 


The whole number of children in town, as returned by the select- 


men, is 100; 54 males, 46 females. The whole number of scholars _ 


that have attended our schools the past year, is 85; males 45, fe-— 


males 40, of which number 5 are less than 5, and 16 are more than 


15 years of age. We know of no person in town, between the ages ~ 


of 14 and 21, who cannot read and write. 

We think our schools, this year, will compare favorably with those 
of past years. ‘The several teachers have endeavored to have them 
understand thoroughly before they advanced, and the scholars have 
made good progress in Att the studies, and have done extra good 
work in arithmetic. 

At the close of the schools we gave them written examinations, and 
were much pleased with the earnestness of the scholars to do their 
best, and with the percentage gained in the different branches of 
study taken. The highest average percentage was in arithmetic, and 
the lowest in spelling. We think these written examinations are just 
what are needed to call forth their energies, and to make them de- 
pend upon themselves. 

The Pound and Falls schools have retained their old teachers—Miss 
Cora F. Harvey and Miss Sadie 8. Chase. They have well sustained 
their former reputations, and need no other recommendation than to 
say that ‘‘they have tried to do their best.” 

The first two terms of school at the Corner were under the charge 
of Miss Fannie B. Eaton, and we think the most of the pupils made 
good advancement under her instruction. The winter school was 
taught by Mr. Jewett P. Swazey, an experienced teacher, who has 


/ 
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taught in town in years past. He is a wide awake teacher, aiming to 
instruct thoroughly and rapidly, and the scholars became nearly as © 
active as their teacher. 

The North school was taught by Miss Mary J. Prescott, for the 
year. Both teacher and pupils have been earnest in their work, and 
a good degree of improvement has been made,.as was seen at the 
closing examination.
